The germs of the 
most dangerous disease are, fortunately, 
short lived, existing only about eight hours 
im exposure. It is to this, I think, that we 
owe many lives which the drinking cup would 
otherwise have taken“

Mr. MacFariand said no pop- 
ular novel ever had reached the eale of the 
Bible during any year since the invention of 
printing. 

Uncle Tom's Cabin’ {fs the only book 
which has approached the Bible in circula- 
tion since the former book was written, in 
1852," said Mr. MacFarland. “It is said 
the year it was published 300,000 legitimate 
copies and 1,500,000 copies of pirated editions 
of Uncle Tom's Cabin were sold. It is 
estimated thet in all 10,000,000 copies of the 
great novel have been sold in fifty-nine years. 


500,000,000 Bibles Sold. 

During the year 1900 there were 11,706,505 
copies of the Bible sold by the principal Bible 
houses alone, but 1,000,000 copies were sold 
by the smaller Bible houses and 6,000,000 
by commercial houses. Last year there were 
20,000,000 copies of the Bible sold, and it 18 
estimated that over 500,000,000 copies of the 
great book have been sold since the invention 
of the printing press. Over half that enor- 
mous number, or about 841,000,000 copies, 
were sold during the last century.” 


To Celebrate Bible’s Anniversary.

TRY TO FIX BLAME . 
FORFACTORY FIRE: 
RUINS YIELD DEAD 


Pitiful Scenes Geear at Plar 
Morgue, When Thousands 
Seek to Identify Victims, 


KNOWN SLAIN NOW 141 


New York Officials Promise to Pun- 
ish Every One Guilty of 
Criminal Neglect. 


PERILS IN MANY OTHER BUILDINGS 


New York, March 26—[Special.J—While 
firemen and police today searched the 
scorched ruins of the Asch building for more 
bodies and grief stricken relatives thronged 
the temporary morgue to claim their dead, 
grand jurors and other officials began work 
to fix the blame for the fire which yesterday 
cost 141 lives. 

That there is blame somewhere is self 

evident. The Asch building was only one of 
many buildingg in Greater New York where 
yesterday's holocaust might have occurred. 
„ “There are many buildings in this city 
in which even worse conditions prevail,” 
declared Fire Commissioner Waldo. On 
the Asch building there was only one outside 
iron balcony fire escape with treads eighteen 
inches wide, and so constructed that persons 
entering on the fire escapes by windowe 
would have to close the iron shu.turs before 
they could escape. There were two inclosed 
fireproof stairs, only wide enough for one 
person to descend at a time ahd with wind- 
ing steps at the turns. Entrunces t6 the 
stairs were blocked by partitions. From 
indications gates and doors appear to have 
been locked at the time of the fire.” 


Perils in Other 


ae by Fire Commissioner Waldo. reported 
t 3,500 in the city lacked ade- 
— fire escapes. The building department 
already has investigated 700 of these 3,500 
cases and reported that over 10 per cent of 
them were in violation of the building code. 
The Asch building had not been reached. 

Fire Chief Croker, immediately after the 
| disaster, announced that it could have been 
avoided had the city officials heeded the 
warnings he gave. 

When the coroner and the grand jurymen 
began their investigation they touched shoul- 
ders with the district attorney's men, build- 
ing department agents, with Fire Chief Cro- 
ker, Fire Commissioner Waldo, and their 
helpers. District Attorney Whitman after 
his inquiry seid: 

“If what Chief Croker tells me Is correct, 
then some one is criminally Nable, and who- 
ever it is, whether it be one or a dozen, shall 
be prosecuted.” 


Locked Doors Kill Many? 

Mr. Whitman's assistants found that the 
three doors leading to the stairways—one on 
each floor—opened inwardlx and that all of 
them were locked. Fire told them that 
they found bodies piled in front of these 
doors, showing that dozens of: girls had 
rushed for these exits, tried unavailingly to 
get out, and perished. The state law provides 
that such doors shall open outwardly “ when 
practicable.” It is left to the discretion of 
the building department, apparently, to d- 
termine what is practicable.“ 

The single fire escape in the building was 
closely inspected. It was warped and twist- 
ed and Broken by the fire, and the strain put 
upon it, but there was enough left to indi- 
cate how Inadequate it was. It is narrow— 
so cramped for space that no more than one 
person could descend at a time, and led into 


an inner court, the sunken areaway. There {s 


an iron ladder resting against the wall be- 
neath the lower end of the fire escape, but 
between the top of this ladder and the last 
rung of the fire escape is a stretch of blank 
wall about ten feet high. 

Rimming the little court, where about 
twenty-five bodies were found, is a fence of 
iron palings. Most of the bodies found here 
bad struck the tops of the palings and had to 
be pulled away from the top of the fence by 


force. 


2,000 Grief Stricken at Morgue. 

But the promise of a rigid inquiry and pun- 
ishment of the gullty did not lessen the grief 
of those who crowded into the temporary 
morgue in an attempt to identify the burned 
masses Of flesh lying there as the body of 
relative or friend. There were 2,000 of these 
grief stricken ones filing onto the pier from 
the opening of the place at 1 this morning 
until late tonight. At times the line ex-

The hereditary criminal is not 
common and if dealt with properly nearly 
would cease to exist. 


Farm Life Makes Best Citizens. 

It ts for this reason that crime in small 
communities and in farm life is scarce. The 
men reared away from the citites are, as a 
rule, among the most useful citizens. 

On the other hand, the great cities offer 
the most temptation to crime. The oppor- 
tunity le perhaps greater, but the chief cause 
is. evil associations and environment. The 
chief incentive is the disreputable poolroom, 
where young men are put in contact with 
older, depraved criminals. : 

Public Makes Police Lenient. 

The cure does not lie altogether with po- 
lice regulations, either. Our public officials 
are the servants of the people at large, and 


to a large degree they reflect the attitude of 


the people. If the public ignores the evil of 
these places the police show little inclination 
to combat them. It is a matter for you and 
me to consider deeply. Arouse a feeling 
against this one important agency, and so 
start a movement for exterminating this | 
agency.“

The Black Hand answered Tony Cae- 
eraghta’s deflance last night by setting fire 


to his barn in the rear of his residence at 


823 Milton avenue, in the center of Little 
Sicily and ome-half block from Death Cor- 
ner, Milton avenue and Oak street. 

1 the flames burst through the roof of 
the barn Italians ran into the street firing 
revolvers to attract the police. A riot call 
was turned in, and the report flashed to 
north side police stations that Black Hand 
members were engaged in @ pistol battle in 
the street. More than fifty shots were 
fired. 

Three horses were burned to death and the 
building damaged $200 before the fames were 
extinguished. Chief Seyferlich esserted the 
fire was of incendiary origin. 

A number of Italian women living near 
Death Corner later reported to the Chi- 
cago avenue station that they heard strange 
noises in the passageway from which the 
shotguns were fired which kihed Antonio 
Dugo and Phillip Manissalsco. The women 
asserted they believed “spirit voices” of 
the dead men were talking.

Little Girl, Victim of Bomb, 
Buried Seeretly by Her 
Fearful Mother. 


MAN SPIED ON BY NIGHT. 


Assassin Watches from Roof to 


Brain Furnace Worker with 
an Iron Bar, 


Two more yesterday were numbered among 
the dead victims of the Chicago Black Hand. 
This brings the unsolved murders of fourteen 
months to thirty-seven. 

One was a little girl, daughter of Circo Bal- 
sano, 459 North Carpenter street. Injuries 
- received in a recent bomb explosion proved 
fatal to ber. She was buried secretly, her 
mather fearful and prostrated by the threats 


ot the merciless Italian assassins and by her 


grief, the father ignorant of his loss on ac- 
count of his injuries which still confine him 

to the hospital, This is the first death from a 
Black Hand bomb in Chicago. 

The other victim was a night worker in 
South Chicago furnaces, Dominic Coci, 10756 
Mackinaw avenue, South Chicago. He was 
brained early in the morning almost within 
sight of fifty of his fellows. The crime was 
committed with an iron rod e inches 
long and two inches thick. 


Watched by Assassin. 

Coci was watched by the man who killed 
him, the police assert, for several nights 
before the murder. Witnesses saw a man 
upon the roof of nearby buildings spying on 
Coci’s movements, evidently planning the 
slaying. With the description provided by 
these witnesses, the South Chicago police 
made one arrest and expect to make others 
today. 

Coci was working near a furnace at the 
Federal Furnace company at One Hundred 
and Highth street and the Calumet river. 
He walked to the rear of the furnace to at- 
tend to some work about 1 o'clock in the 
morning. He failed to return, and fellow 
workmen went in search of bim. 


Tries to Speak; Dies. 

They found him lying beside the furnace. 
His skull was crushed. Nearby lay the 
blood stained iron rod which had been used 
as a weapon. While fellow workmen ex- 
citedly crowded about him he opened his eyes 
and tried to speak. But no words came. A 
moment later he fell back dead. 

The South Chicago police were notified by 
Peter Matovich, one of those who found the 
body. Capt. Plunkett and a squad of detec- 
tives hurried to the furnace company’s plant 
and had the body removed to an undertaking 
room at 10104 Avenue M. 

After a few hours’ investigation, Nick Fu- 
gina, the brother of a saloonkeeper with 
whom Coci is said to have had trouble, was 
taken to the South Chicago station. He was 
questioned by Capt. Plunkett and ordered 
held until further investigation is made. 


Fugina’s Brother Fincd $25. 
According to the police, Coci on Feb. 10 
charged John Fugina, the saloonkeeper, 
whose place of business is at One Hundred: 
and Bighth street and Ontario avenue, with 


having swindied him out of a pay check. 


Fysina was arrested on a charge of larceny 
by bailee, which later was changed to dis- 
orderly conduct, and fined $25 and costs. 

Friends of the murdered man during the 
afternoon asserted he had received threat- 
ening letters. Mrs. Coci, however, said she 
knew nothing of such letters. She did not 
want to talk about the murder. 

„Maybe he got some letters. I don’t know. 
He never told me, I don’t think he got any,” 
was all she would say. 

The widow's uncertainty and her hesitancy 
to discuss the case, coupled with the fact that 
Coci was known to have saved some money, 
led detectives to the conclusion that the 
murder was the work of the Black Hand, 


Federal Agents Start Out. 

Charles De Woody, special agent of the de- 
partment of justice, and Gen. James B. Stu- 
art, postoffice inspector in charge, who have 
taken up the work of finding the writer of the 
letter received by Jucge Landis, held a con- 
ference during the day.

INCIDENTS OF HIS YOUTH. 


Politics Even in Days of 
His Boyhood. 


Manchester, Ia., March 26.—[Special.}—At 
least one town in Iowa is anxiously watch- 
ing the outcome of the mayoralty fight in 
Chicago, and that is Hopkinton, a small 
town in the southern part of Delaware coun- 
ty, where Charles E. Merriam was born and 
spent the first twenty years of his fe. 

Since Mr. Merriam stepped into the mayor 
ality race many have taken occasion to in- 
vestigate his family and his own life in 
Hopkinton, and the search has failed to re- 
veal a single misdeed that would fasten dis- 
credit upon his name. Even a neighbor's 
watermelon patch was safe with Merriam 
around, and no one suffered from any boy- 
ish prank of which he was the perpetrator. 

It is true that Merriam once brought the 
family name Anto disgrace, but no one felt 
the bitterness of this act more keenly than 
he. One day he came home from school in 
a downcast state of mind. His mother in- 
quired the cause of his gloom. f 

„ have disgraced the family,” Merriam 
replied. Further inquiry revealed the fact 
that he had misspelled his first word at 
school, which caused him to believe he 
had brought irreparable disgrace upon the 
family name. 

Son of Civil War Veteran. 

The parents of Charles E. Merriam set- 
tled in Hopkinton before the civil war, when 
it was but a little hamlet, and the father en- 
gaged in a mercantile business. At the out- 
break of the rebellion he closed up his busi- 
ness, and enlisted in company K, Twelfth 
lowa Volunteers. He, fought in the battles 
of Shiloh, Vicksburg, and Mobile, as well 
as many others, and spent a period of his 
life in Andersonville prison. Released from 
Andersonville, after a few months, during 
which time he contracted a disease which 
contributed towards his death many years 
later, he returned to the army and fought 
until his company was mustered out at the 
close of the war. 

Charles E. Merriam Sr. was a stanch mem- 
ber of the Republican party’ For sixteen 
years he was postmaster in Hopkinton, retir- 
ing from this work at the beginning of Grover 
Cleveland's first term to devote more time to 
his dry goods business. In October, 1887, he 
was named as a member of the Lenox college 
board of trustees, and served in this capacity 
for a’ number of years. As cashier of the 
Hopkiften State bank, which office he held 
for several years, he won universal respect. 
For three years be was state bank examiner, 
which position he was holding at the time of 
his death in 190°

Cuernavaca, Mexico, March 26.—Follow- 
ing two skirmishes in which a number of 
rebels were killed, federal troops under the 
command of Javior Rejas recaptured the 
town of Jojutia in the state of Morelos, which 
was taken by the rebels last week. 

The first encounter occurred in a place 
called Rancho Viojo, where a band of rebels 
under Pablo Torres Burgos was routed. 
Many dead and wounded were left on the 
field. The federale lost two soldiers wounded.

Reyes Slated for Ministry Post. 

Mexico City, March 26.—Although no one 
hap yet been selected by the government to 
fake the place of Gen. Manuel Gonzales Co- 
gio as minister of war, there is a growing 
belief that Gen. Bernardo Reyes ultimately 
will ocoupy that post in the new Dias cab- 
inet. 

That Reyes soon will return to this country 
from Paris is conceded generally, and the 
gsemi-official statement has been made that 
he will be given a comme@gnd in the army, per- 


haps in charge of the campaign against the 


rebels in the north. 

This is taken by many to mean that the 
post of minister of war will remain filled by 
Gen. Cosio until after the close of the war, 
when Reyes will be called to the capital and 
placed in charge of the department. 

Few believe it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to retain Gen. Cosio permanently 
as minister of war. According to popular 
opinion Diaz himself will continue to assist in 
planning the campaign ageinst the rebels, 
and Gen. Reyes will be left the work of carry- 
ing it out.

“ Cordial congratulations. Although we 
shall miss you sadly, we know it is for your 
country’s good.“

He, however. was fully acquainted with 
what passed at those conferences, and, added 
to this, he since has had an opportunity 
while in Washington to learn of the conten- 
tions of the revolutionist party, se that he 
is entering upoh his duties ae premier in the 
Diag cabinet fully equipped, perhaps, as 
his colleague, Sefion LAmantour, to deal with 
the insurgent problem.

“heedlessness of human lite? 


The New York fire is sickening in 
horror. But it is mpre hideous in its awful 
irony. It is the specter of needless anguish 
and death that hangs grinning over the 
charred and broken bodies of these fellow 
creatures—poor, use ess sacrifices to the In- 
efficiency, the indifftrence, the sloven negli - 
gence of our city governments and the back- 


wardness of our social consciousness. 


It is terrible to rei d of this tragedy. But 
it is far more terrible to find that it is all 
familiar, the same ficts, the ghastly stereo- 
type of our carelessness and folly. 

“Where are plenty of fancy fronts around 
here,“ was the bitter comment of one of the 
firemen, but np fire escapes.“ Men, wom- 
en, and girls huddled into rooms high in the 
air, with the constant threat of fire and 
panic hanging over them, the secret, invis- 
ible fate of agonized death among them 
and no fire escapes, no adequate exits, no 


fire drill, no real fire protection. 


This is the old story, and it is one that may 
be written again—now, before the smoke 
has blown away from the ruins of the 
Greene street fire. It has been written be- 
fore in Chicago. It will be written again 
whenever the civic spirit of a community is 
not sufficiently alert to demand good gov- 
ernment, to insist upon municipal efficiency. 
When these tragedies happen there is a 
brief outcry and a momentary response by 
the authorities. But what we need is the 
enforcement of law and the establishment 
of a public service which shall be as perma- 
nent and as thorough as disciplined duty in 
the army and navy. 

What are the fattory conditions in Chi- 
cago today? 

Are men and woinen working in this city 
under conditions similar to the victims of 
the Triangle Wdist company? Is uny em- 
ployer gambling with death to save a little 
money? Is the public inspectorship strict, 
or is it winking at li w evasion, or is it inade- 
quate and overworked, or is it incompetent? 

We, the people of this community, are our 
brothers’ keepers. It is for us tp see that 
they who toil each day for that däy's bread 
shall be safeguarded from these wholly un- 
necessary perils. In many cases the work- 
ers cannot protect themselves. The com- 
munity, if it is civilized, will do it. 

How is it with Chicago? | 

, UNCLE SAM AS A DECEIVER. 

Romance is your pnly recruiting sergeant. 
If war were spelled work, nobody would 
enlist. It is stranjre, but true, that thou- 


sands will fight, but if they knew they were 


to spend most of their time marching, they 
would dodge the setvice if they could. The 
recruit sees himseff seeking the bubble 
reputation even in the cannon’s mouth. If 
he saw himself scrubbing the barrack stairs 
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50 in the ee eee ee tuose 
which are developing provincia! business in- 
terests, naturally wish to choose tl:eir own 
local officials. The mass of the people prob- 
ably want their own jefes politicos, the exec- 
utive heads of municipalities. These de- 
mands seem to the American mind quite rea- 


sonable. But Porfirio Diaz sprang from the 


period when revolutions grew over night in 
places out of the reach of the central power, 


and he did not propose to take chances with 


provincial ambitions. This policy has made 
for peace, In the age of the railroad and 
the telegraph it is no longer necessary, and 
will give way to a broader policy. 

How far the next step will take the Mori- 
can political system no one can tell. It is a 
dificult problem. The worst defect in con- 
ditions is the absence of a strong, practical, 
and determined middle class, His failure 
to encourage such a class is perhaps the 
chief criticism to be brought against Dias 
statecraft, if the purposes of that state- 
craft were broadly patriotic, rather than 
merely selfishly despotic, as his enemies as- 
sert. 

Friends of Mexico will hope that the huge 
feudal holdings of great land owners such as 
Creel, Casasus, or Molina will be divided, 
that a reasonable measure of local self-gov- 
ernment will be granted to the e 
and that a system of popular ‘education 
which shall make not merely for literacy, 
but rather for economic effieieney, will ‘be 
provided by taxation upon the great for- 
tunes and properties, native and foreign. 


DEFENDING OUR FIRST PRINCIPLES. 
The ifcorporation under the New York 


laws of the Free Speech league, with writers 
like Lincoln Steffens, Brand Whitlock, Leon- 
ard Abbott, and Bolton Hall among ‘ts 
founders, is an interesting piece of news. 

It ie one of the many unexpected effects 
of American democracy that it has devel- 
oped a tyranny of public opinion in matters 
of thought almost as marked as its opposite 
extreme of individual liberty of action. We 
have been too willing to let the individual 
do what he pleased, regardless of its effect 
upon his community. And-to' balance this 
let alone policy we have grown more and 
more unwilling to let him think and speak 
as he pleased. Individual convictions run- 
ning counter to the general public opinion 
have been violently punished by social dis- 
favor, and where it sought expression ay 
actual physical coercion. a 

There is not a more sinister aspect of our 
democratic development than this. It 
should be definitely realized and met by 
education—education in our good old Amer- 
ican principles, our ancient Saxon rights we 
prate about often, but forget when preju- 
diee or fear attacks us. i 

erden are less willing to ‘concede free- 
dom of thought and speech than our English 
cousins. We are far less open minded than 
the French. Whence comes this fear f 
what everybody thinks, says, does, this 
fear of being different in belief, in thought, 
in appearance; this mob Spirit, this worship 
of mediocrity and its plement, this 
tyrannic determination thaiany man who 
thinks or speaks differently from the aver- 
age is to be punished and suppressed? 

Whatever its cause, it is an dbstacle to 
our growth as a civilized people, to the 
healthy, progressive development of our in- 
stitutions. Strangle liberty of thought and 
speech and liberty of action will not long 
survive it. 

Freedom of thought or, rather, freedom of 
its transference by speech or print, will not 
be destroyed in America by the act of op- 
pressive governments unless we, the people, 
connive at it. If we deny to any man his 
own conviction or persecute him for it n 


any way, if we do not respect his liberty.

N no country of Europe are the masses 
so credulous 4s in Russia, and nowhere 
else have there been so many alleged re- 
appearances in real life of persons who 
had been duly gathered to their fathers. 
Thus Emperor Alexander I. is popularly 
believed to have survived his death, in 1825, 
by two score years, as inmate of a monastery 
in the neighborhood of the Siberian city of 
Irkutsk, and the masses persist in giving 


credence to this story, despite all the proofs | 


produced to demonstrate its groundlessness. 

Gen. Skobeleff, the famous white gen- 
ral,“ and during the last Turco-Russian war 
the idol of the Russian army, also was be- 
lle ved by the peasantry throughout Russia, 
by the rank and file of the army, and even by 


still living five years ago, although he met 
with a particularly shocking death at Mos- 
cow in 1882. 

And now, although photographs have been 
published far and wide of the obsequies of 
Count Leo Tolstoi, who died a few months 
ago, there is a swindler who 16 his exact 
double, and who is taking advantage of the 
fact to travel through the land collecting 
money from his peasant admirers.

Almost every moujik’s cottage is adorned 
with a more or less crude portrait of the late 
Count Leo Tolstoi, often a mere cut from 
some illustrated paper that has been used 
for wrapping up purchases, while. the more 
well to do farmers have pictures of a better 
quality; so that his features are familar to 
nearly every man, woman, and child of the 
90,000,000 tillers of the soll who constitute 
the bulk of Russia's population, . 

The aged swindler's resemblance to these 
portraits removes all doubt in their minds as 
to his identity with the late Count Leo Tolstol. 
As it is known that the latter was an object 
of considerable displeasure on the part of 
the government, and more especially of the 
holy synod of the state church, the swindler 
finds ready belief for the story which he 
tells to the effect that the report of his death 
was a lie, purposely circulated by the govern- 


account of their opposition to his propaganda 
in behalf of the peasant. 

He then goes on to explain to them that 
he is now penniless, having distributed all 
his property and his estates at Jasnaja Pol- 
jana, among the moujiks, and tells such a, 
pathetic tale in connection therewith that 
the simple minded peasants immediately 
bring forth any little savings that they may 
bave and press them upon him, while the 
more affluent among them esteem it an honor 
to be allowed to drive him in their carts or 
sleighs to the next village on his list. 

In this way the imposter is traveling 
through the length and breadth of Russia 
reaping a rich harvest, finding ‘doors and 
purses open to_him. Inasmuch as it is re- 
called that some weeks before the death of 
the real Count Tolstol the latter mysterious- 
ly deserted his home and set forth to wander 
through the empire, even educated people are 
beginning to lend credence to the imposture 
and to believe the reports of his death and 
burial are untrue, and that he really still is 
wandering, in order to be able to live the life 

of his friends,, the peasants, inetead of befng 
forced to lead the existence of a great noble 
and of a landed proprietor, wholly contrary 
to his professions of Socialism and of the doc- 
trines which he preached. 

It may be remembered this was the excuse | 
given by the real Count Tolstol to his family 
for abandoning his home shortly before his 
death. 

Perhaps by the time this letter appears im 
print the Russian police authorities may have 
caught up with the imposter and have landed 
aim in jail, where vats n belongs.

Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Special.]— 
Illinois still holds the national champion- 
ship for long distance statesmanship in con- 
gress. The complete congressional record 
for the last session, which was issued today, 
establishes the state’s claim to this distinc- 
tion beyond any doubt. 

No other delegation even apptoaches the 
mark set by Illinois in the number of con- 
gresemen absent at all times, the number of 
roll calls missed by each and the total number 
of days each was away during the session. 

While none of the Hiinois representatives 
achieved the distinction of representing his 
district without once appearing at the capi- 
tal, there were several who outdid all former 
feats and approached remarkably close to 
this goal. Unfortunately they were handi- 
capped by the provision of the law ‘for the 
payment of mileage. 

Mileage Allowance Is Handicap. 

A member may draw hie salary of $7,500 a 
year, his $1,500 allowance for clerk hire, and 
$125 for stationery without coming to Wash- 
ington, but it is necessary for him to ap- 


traveling allowance of 20 cents a mile. 

It is doubtful ff an absolutely perfect reo- 
ord of nonattendance ever will be made even 
by one of the Illinois champions, 
this irksome requirement of the mili 
vision should be modified. The generous 
allowance makes it a real object for a on- 
gressman to come to ist cain ete we least 
once each session.

POVERTY AS A PROBLEM. 


: \ 
Declares Whites Diseourage Rise of 
Black Race. 


The problems which confront both the 
white and black races in their attitude 
towards each other in this county were dis- 
cussed before the Chicago Ethical soelety 
at Handel hall yesterday by W. E. Dubois, 
colored lecturer and editor of the Crisis, 
a periodical published in the interest of 
negroes. 

“The problem of education is one of the 
greatest with which we have to contend,’’ 
said Mr. Dubois. ‘‘ The public school is the 
only place the majority of negroes may pre- 
pare themselves for the world. yet white 
people do not want their children to asso- 
ciate with black children. 


Tells of College Incident. 

“I recall an incident at the University of 
Michigan. One of the negro students devel- 
oped into a fast runner and made the track 
team Yet after he won several races he 
was hissed on the fleld by the students of 
his own university. The next year one of 
the fleetest runners in the country. a white 


‘youth, was brought to the university to de- 


feat the black boy in the,preliminary tryouts 
for the team, so that the latter would not 
be eble to represent Michigan in athletic 
competition with other colleges. It is this 
spirit which makes the future of the negro 
look hopeless to him. 

Poverty is another difficult thing to face. 
White people speak disparagingly of the 
negro because,a large percentage of the 
black race is forced to reside 10 cheap, dis- 
ease breeding houses. 


Frown Upon Negro Uplift. 

“Yet. when a negro, through his own 
ability rises in the world and obtains a bet- 
ter home in a better residence district, he is 
treated almost like an animal By his white 
neighbors. 

“The latter want to keep the negro in 
subjugetion, yet criticise him because of 
his mode of living and the poverty that con- 
fronts him. The. identical conditions exist 
in commercial and industrial lite. 15
